HUERTA MAY TAKE REFUGE 
ON A FRENCH WARSHIP 


Vera Cruz, June 30.—The depart- 
pure of the French cruiser Conde 
for Puerto Mexico and the sailing 
of the German cruiser Dresden, pre- 
sumbaly for the same port, gave 
rise to the suggestion here today 
that President Huerta’s family and 
perhaps he himself would be af- 
forded refuge on one of the war- 
ships. 

Several weeks ago a room was 
prepared on the Conde for someone 
who never arrived, and it was cur- 
rent gossip aboard the vessel that 
President Huerta was to occupy the 
quarters. 


Washington, June 30.—With the 
Niagara Falls mediation conference on 
the eve of a recess pending a proposed 
meeting of representatives of General 
Huerta and the.¢onstitutionalists to 
discuss Mexican internal affairs, Gen- 
eral Venustiano Carranza, first chief of 
the constitutionalists, tonight tele- 
graphed his Washington agents that he 
had not heard from his associate lead- 
ers with regard to participation in 
such a conference. 

In the event the constitutionalists 
finally refuse to negotiate with Huer- 
ta’s delegates over the internal af- 
fairs of Mexico, it is said, a protocol 
between the United States and Huerta 
as to international problems will be 
completed, but while some form of 
provisional government may be agreed 
to, it hardly could be effective so long 
as the internal revolution continued.

New York, June 30.—-The Southern 
Railway company, which has been con- 
trolled by a voting trust agreement 
since 1894, willl be handed over to the 
shareholders July 31 next, according 
to a statement issued today by the 
éurviving trustees. These are Charles 
Lanier and George F. Baker, who, with 
the late J. P. Morgan, comprised the 
voting trust. 

In a notice to stockholders, announc- 
ing the approaching dissolution, Messrs.

SOUTH MAY BE INJURED, 
ACCORDING TO THOM 


Washington, June 30.—Future devel- 
opment of the south may hinge on the 
legislation congress passes to control 
the issue of securities and to limit 
the expenditure of capital and surplus 
of railways, according to A..P. Thom, 
general counsel for the Southern raii- 
way, by a witness today before the 
senate interstate commerce committee. 

Mr. Thom. described the campaign 
being conducted by his road for ex- 
termination of the boll weevil and out- 
lined the activities of the company’s 
industrial bureap, the aim of which, 
he said, was the development of the 
south, He expressed the fear that 
under proposed legislation the right 
of a railroad.to spend money for such 
purposes would be questionable. 

“I believe,” said Mr. Thom, “that this 
bill should enumerate what it is against 
public policy for a railroad to do. The 
wrongs should be prohibited, but you 
cannot in any definition get forth all 
the things which might be legitirnate 
for a railroad to do.” 

Mr. Thom argued that the interstate 
commerce commission should be given 
exclusive jurisdiction over securities is- 
sues if they are to be regulated by 
national legislation. He suggested 
amendment of the house bill to create 
a bureau of credits and securities un- 
der the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, which would investigate and de- 
termine questions of securities issued.

Sheppard as a substitute for a Dill al- 
ready introduced by himself and which 
makes some slight changes. The main 
feature of the bill is included in the 
first section, which is as follows: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia that no child 
under the age of fourteen years shall 
be employed, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, by, or permitted to work in or 
about, any mill, factory, laundry, mer- 
eantile or manufacturing establish- 
ment, hotel, restaurant, bootblacking 
establishment, place of amusement, or 
in the carrying or transmission off mer- 
chandise or messages.” 

The bill further provides that no 
child under 16 years of age shall so 
work unless a certificate is had that 
such child has attended school for not 
less than twelve weeks of the twelve 
months preceding the date of the cer- 
tificate, and is able to write legibly and 
read simple sentences in the English 
language. It is further provided that 
no child under 16 shall be permitted to 
work between the hours of 7 p. m. 
and 6. a. m.

STATE BAR EXAMINERS 
~ HOLDING SESSION HERE 


Will Be in Session Several 
Days—Many Papers to 
Be Passed Upon. 


The board of state bar examiners 
for admission to the bar are in session 
in Atlanta for the purpose of passing 
on the June examinations. 

The board is composed of Messrs 
| Alex C. King, Atlanta: Joseph.A. Cronk, 


| Of Savannah, and Henry R. Goetchius, 
|of Columbus. There are a large num- 
ber of papers to be passed upon and 
|the board will be in session for five 
days or more. 

At the meeting of the State Bar as- 
sociation General P. W. Meldrim in- 
| troduced a resolution that it was the 
_judgment of the association that no 
/one should be admitted to the bar in 
Georgia without first standing the ex 
amination provided by the state law. 
The resolution came near passing with- 
out debate. On the statement of Eu- 
wene R. Black, of Atlanta, that the 
resolution was so far reacting in its 
effect on the University Law school 
that it ought to lie over for considera- 
tion, the motion to pass for further 
consideration was carried by only one 
vote, the vote being 18 for and 17 
against. 

The present law is highly thought of 
by the members of the bar and it is the 
general consensus of opinion that all 
applicants should stand the state ex- 
aminations. 

General Meldrim Stated the law 
school graduates if prepared to enter 
practice had nothing to fear and fhose 
who could not stand the examination 
had no right to enter. It is held that 
the old .praetice of examination in 
open court for a short period of a day, 
which obtained till 1897-8, seemed to 
work very well, for under it most all 
the successful and able lawyers of 
Georgia were started into practice. 
Since the act of 1897-8 the method of 
written examinations, consuming an 
entire day, and which is also the meth- 
od in. practically every state in the 
union, has still further elevated the 
standard of admission to the bar.
